The  growing  of  strawberries  is  very  similar  to  growing  other  farm  crops, 
and  simple  to  set  out  the  plants.  All  that  is  required  is  a  suitable  piece  of 
land  that  will  grow  a  good  crop  of  corn  or  potatoes.  Use  the  same  judgment 
you  would  in  setting  vegetable  plants.  Make  a  hole  with  a  spade  or  dibble 
and  set  roots  straight  and  slightly  spread;  this  will  give  them  moisture  and 
they  will  start  immediately.  Do  not  cover  the  crown  or  the  heart  of  the  plant. 
Plant  strawberries  in  the  spring  as  early  as  possible  and  keep  them  free  from 
weeds.  One  can  set  them  any  distance  apart  desirable,  as  to  the  room  one 
may  have. 

For  home  garden,  set  12x18  inches.  It  will  require  about  10,000  plants  to 
set  one  acre  18x36  inches.  The  best  fertilizer  for  strawberries  is  barnyard 
manure.  Green  crops  such  as  Soy  Beans,  Rye  and  Vetch  plowed  under  are 
also  good. 

All  varieties  listed  in  this  catalog  are  of  perfect  blossoms  and  can  be 
planted  alone.  Young  runner  plants  may  be  cut  off  or  laid  along  the  row  as 
desired.  Be  sure  to  pick  off  blossoms  from  new  set  beds  until  July  first,  about 
three  times.  The  plants  will  have  a  better  opportunity  to  become  established 
and  develop  better  root  system  before  beginning  to  fruit.  Not  necessary  to 
bud  the  second  year  for  early  spring  bearing.  For  best  success  set  out  a  new 
bed  each  year  from  your  young  runner  plants.
